Praise for poolside rescue after heart attack

Lifeguards at a Northampton leisure cen¬ 
tre used a defib unit to restart a man’s 
heart at the side of the pool. 

The Mounts Baths staff have been praised 
for their professionalism by 71-year-old 
Michael Meaden after he collapsed and 
was revived within minutes by lifeguards 
using a defibrillator machine. 

Michael, who also survived a heart attack 
25 years ago, was ten minutes into a regu¬ 
lar early morning swim two weeks ago 
when he felt something was wrong. 

“I swim to get fit because of a previous 
heart condition. I can swim for an hour no 
problems. I had only been in five or ten 
minutes and at the shallow end I felt a bit 
breathless. I paused and went into hyper¬ 
ventilation. I thought it was unusual but it 
passed off. 

“I decided to do another length slowly. I 
got almost to the deep end. I couldn’t put 
my finger on it. I didn’t feel right. I thought 
I best exit the pool. I climbed the steplad- 
der out onto the side. One of the lifeguards 
had come out of the plant room and said: 
‘Are you all right?’ and I just when straight 
down. Cardiac arrest.” 

Duty Supervisor Laura Ingram, 36, said: 
“One of our lifeguards Matt was in the right 


place at the right time. He started speaking 
to Michael and he collapsed. He sounded 
the alarm at the same time as Jo - one of 
our First Aid trainers - saw from the pool- 
seat that something was wrong.” 

Laura said: “It was training and team¬ 
work. I was thankful that Jo was stood 
there too. She knew exactly what she was 
dealing with. He had blood on his face 
from the fall. We knew it was not an airway 
issue so it was ‘let’s get his heart working’. I 
was doing chest compressions while they 
got the defibrillator. 

“As the pads go on, the machine gives you 
instructions. We stood back and it said 
‘shock advised’. He had that glazed eye 
stare. As soon as Matt pressed the button - 
boom - he was trying to sit up.” 

Michael, who lives in West Hunsbury 
with his wife, said: “What I want to empha¬ 
sise is the training and the response of the 
guys at the pool. They were absolutely 
magnificent. One of the girls was at my side 
giving me CPR within seconds really. Then 
they went to get the defibrillator 
and they brought me back. It only took 
about four minutes and they brought me 
back. 

“I can’t thank everybody enough. The 
ambulance crew and the paramedics were 
with me. There was a team waiting for me 
as we rolled into A&E and within minutes I 


was being taken up to the heart unit 
in the General. Altogether it was 
about 20 minutes the whole epi¬ 
sode. The doctors were saying: 
‘wow you were a lucky man, they 
were absolutely on top of their 
game to do all that. They must 
be well trained.’” 

Michael has now been fitted 
with an ICD - a pacemaker 
than can restart his heart if 
there is a recurrence. The 
former Foreign Office radio 
communications engineer 
said: “I was so lucky they 
had a defibrillator. They are 
brilliant machines.” 

Michael has returned to the 
pool since the incident to per¬ 
sonally thank his Trilogy sav-

A resident in Hunsbury 
Meadows was left flab¬ 
bergasted when the bor¬ 
ough council would not 
empty her brown wheel- 
ie bin as the lid had been 
left open. 

Debbi Williams tweet¬ 
ed the council: 
“Hunsbury Meadows 
brown bin not emptied 
despite just grass cut¬ 
tings and 2 dead plants 
#notsurewhy #whatsy- 
ourexcuse” 

The council replied: 
“Thank you for your 
tweet please can you 


confirm your full address 
and we will investigate.” 

Ms Williams then sent 
her postcode and the 
council replied: “Thank 
you for your tweet, due to 
your bin lid being raised 
we will not be able to rec¬ 
ollect your bin.” 

On NBC’s website page 
for weekly waste and 
recycling collections it 
states in the brown bin 
section: “All bins must be 
presented with their lids 
in the closed position to 
ensure that no waste 
escapes prior to collec¬ 
tion. Any bins that do not 
comply with this request 
will not be emptied and a 
request for a missed col¬ 


lection will be declined. 
No side waste (additional 
bags or boxes) are per¬ 
missible. 

On the council’s own 
waste collection web 
page wheelie bins and 
food bins are shown with 
their lids open, alongside 
warnings that open bins 
won’t be collected. 

Deputy leader of the 
opposition Labour group 
Cllr Gareth Eales said: 
“This is silly and there 
needs to be some flexibil¬ 
ity. 

“I believe most people 
will think it’s daft and 
draconian not picking 
this bin up because the 
lid wasn’t fully closed.”

You have to 
react and do some things 
without thinking, just 
reacting and being in the 
moment of the game. 

“I am just in the zone, 
playing and what happens 


does at that time. 

“I do not have any rituals

banana half an hour before 
we warm up before a game. 

“The school is very sup¬ 
portive of what I am doing 
and does give me extended 
time on some work but 
other work has to get done 
before I attend a tourna¬ 
ment.

Lost for words at 
plight of refugees

A researcher from the 
University of Northampton 
says she has been profoundly 
affected by the plight of refu¬ 
gees after volunteering in 
Budapest. 

Dr Saneeya Qureshi, pic¬ 
tured, a researcher in Social 
Innovation and Impact, went 
to a conference in the 
Hungarian capital, but found 
some spare time to help refu¬ 
gees who were camped at 
Keleti Palyaudvar in the city. 

She said: “Their resilience 
and their zest for life, their 



humble gratitude and their 
positivity at having escaped 
the trauma and violence of 
their homes reduced me to 
speechlessness time and 
time again. 

“At one point, two men and 
a woman came to comfort me 
when I turned away with 


tears in my eyes, not wanting 
them to witness my weakness 
in the face of their courage 
and their happy demeanours. 
These refugees have so much 
dignity. They’re so brave and 
positive. I’ll never forget them 
as long as I live. Something 
inside me has changed forev¬ 
er.” 

The University has collec¬ 
tion points at the Newton 
building reception (Avenue 
Campus) and the Senate 
reception (Park Campus) 
allowing people to drop off 
items for refugees. 

It is part of the Calais Action 
initiative.

Scorpion aims 
to sting hard

Northamptonshire 
Police this week 
launched a crackdown 
on violent crime in the 
county. 

The Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire. 
Simon Edens, wants to 
make sure people’s safe¬ 
ty in the county is not put 
at risk. 

The chief made a prom¬ 
ise that his officers and 
staff would, through 
Operation Scorpion, 
tackle all types of vio¬ 
lence including domestic 
violence and bring those 
responsible for these acts 
before the courts. 

Speaking at the launch 
of the initative on 
Monday he said: “We will 
support people who suf¬ 
fer from violence and 
bring the offenders to 
justice for the violence 
they commit. 

“Over the next three 
months my officers and 
staff will focus on violent 
crime and aim to pre- 
ventit from happening. 

“For us domestic abuse 
goes to the heart of a per¬ 
son’s sense of security. 

“This means a person 
canot feel safe or secure 
in their own home and 
this then is a threat to 
that person’s quality of 
life and security, which 
then affects their family. 

“We aim to keep people 
safe in their own homes 
and this is the top priori¬ 
ty for Northamptonshire 
Police. 

“Operation Scorpion is 
based around using a 
range of tactics to reduce 
violent crime and protect 
our communities from 
harm. 

“Over the next three 
months we want to raise 
awareness that violence 
is a real threat and to say 
violence is not accepta¬ 
ble in the county.” 

Superintendent Dennis 


Murray, who is running 
the operation, added: 
“We want to see repeat 
offenders go down. 

“When we arrest some¬ 
one for violent behaviour 
we will tell them why 
they have been arrested 
and find out how we can 
stop this happening 
again.” 

Caroline Shearer, from 
the charity Only Cowards 
Carry (www.onlycow- 
ardscarry.org,) also 
spoke at the launch from 
a victim’s perspective. 

She was invited by Supt 
Murray who had met her 


on GMTV. 

He wanted his officers 
to understand the impact 
violent crime has on an 
individual and a family. 

Caroline lost her son in 
an unprovoked knife 
crime incident three 
years ago in Essex. 

She now runs the char¬ 
ity to raise awareness of 
the dangers and conse¬ 
quences of carrying a 
weapon. 

She wanted to make 
people across the county 
aware about knife crime 
and the dangers and to 
stop it happening. 


Warning issued about bogus police 


People across the county are 
being warned about a new 
scam which involves mem¬ 
bers of the public being 
called by someone claiming 
to be from the 
Northamptonshire Police 
crime prevention team. 

A woman contacts the 
member of the public via tel¬ 
ephone and requests per¬ 
sonal details including name, 
address and when they are 
usually at home, and offers 
to have CCTV cameras 
installed. 

Paul Golley, Prevention 
Team Leader at 
Northamptonshire Police, 
said: “We will never phone

someone and ask for those 
details and the crime pre¬ 
vention team do not make 
speculative phone calls such 
as this. 

“Our advice is to never 
give any personal details to 


someone who has phoned 
you without checking who 
they are first. Any genuine 
caller will be happy for you 
to hang up and call them 
back on a phone number you 
already have. Never call 
someone back on a phone 
number they have given 
you.” 

Useful tips from the police: 
Never give personal informa¬ 
tion over the phone to some¬ 
one you don’t know; always 
question why someone is 
calling you and asking for 
personal information and 
Call police on 101 if you 
think you have been targeted 
by a scam.

Cycle plan to 
aid offenders

A scheme designed to help young 
offenders from the county turn 
their lives around has been cre¬ 
ated by Northamptonshire Police 
in partnership with Goodwill 
Solutions, Growing Together and 
the Youth Offending Service. 

Cycl-opps will see young offend¬ 
ers given the chance to learn basic 
bike maintenance skills in the 
hope they will enhance their 
employability and turn away from 
crime. 

The project will see bicycles 
which have been either recovered 
or seized by Northamptonshire 
Police repaired and either 
donated to worthy causes or 
sold at a reduced cost. 

The bikes all come from 
the police’s property 
stores and have been 
handed over to the project 
after officers have been 
unable to trace their own¬ 
ers. 

The money 
raised is rein¬ 
vested in the 
project with the 
aim of becom¬ 
ing self-fund¬ 
ing. 

The project is 
being run as 
unemployment is 
recognised as a 
pathway to crime 


and addressing this can reduce 
the risk of offenders committing 
further crimes. The young person 
learns valuable skills and can gain 
a qualification, but more impor¬ 
tantly, is provided with a good 
starting point for securing 
employment and a legitimate 
income and turning away from 
crime in the future. 

One of those involved with the 
Cycl-opps is Dina Sunderland, 
pictured, from the integrated 
offender management team, who 
said: “My role is working with 
adult offenders who have been 
diverted into crime and giving 
them the chance to stay out of 
crime. 

“They can be referred for 
this course, which is 
undertaken in their own 
time, but they do not 
have to do it. We hope 
by taking it they will 
get something positive 
from it which they can 
then put on their CV.” 
She is backed by 
PC Gareth Cox 
and PC Richard 
Bathe, who will 
be working 
with the young 
people and 
teaching them 
how to repair 
the bicycles. 
Both have 
given up their 
own time to help 
with the project.

“I feel at peace making my deci¬ 
sion and know someone else will 
take the agenda forward. 

“My last seven months will be 
busy. There will be announce¬ 
ments on enforcement of road 
laws, we will be launching more 
services for victims and we will be 
setting out in more detail our 
plans for a strategic alliance 
between Notts, Leices and 
Northants Police force.”

While their job rings very true, I watched 
sceptically wondering how much of what I 
saw was real and if the clock on screen 
said 12.31pm and then 4.31pm was it 
really? How much of the show is staged? 
How is the film edited to make it seem 
more dangerous? 

I was left asking too many questions. 
The best part of the show to my mind is

Suzuki Vitara 

Take a look inside... 


The Vitara, Suzuki’s latest com¬ 
pact crossover, aims to build a lot 
of talent into four metres. With 
a choice of petrol or diesel, front 
or all-wheel drive and styling 
that’s more assured than anything 
Suzuki has brought us before, 
it looks to be a competitive 
proposition. 

The mechanicals aren’t anything 
too surprising, shared as they are 
with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. 
That means buyers get to choose 
between either a 1.6-litre petrol 
engine or a much preferable Fiat- 
sourced I 18bhp 1.6 diesel, both 
being offered in front or four- 
wheel drive guises. The petrol 
engine is fitted with a five-speed 
manual gearbox as standard with 
an optional CVT transmission 
also offered. Go diesel and you 
get a six-speed manual ‘box. 

The short overhangs will help 
with off-roading but the 185mm 
ground clearance isn’t that gener¬ 
ous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive 
transmission features an elec¬ 
tronically controlled clutch pack, 
controlled by a four-position 
switch on the centre console. 
Choose ‘Auto’ and it’ll stick to 
driving the front wheels unless 
slip is detected, whereupon the 
rear wheels are pressed into ac¬ 
tion. ‘Sport’ diverts up to 20 per 


cent of torque to the rear wheels 
to give livelier handling. ‘Snow’ 
offers permanent four-wheel 
drive with the system choosing 
how much torque to split front 
and rear, while ‘Lock’ splits the 
torque equally between front 
and rear. 

With tight proportions and a 
front end that has more than a 
hint of current Land Rover design 
about it, the Vitara is quite an as¬ 
sured piece of design work. 

Suzuki cabins have long been 
the marque’s weak link but this 
Vitara shows the company pulling 
its socks up a bit. Okay, so the 
idea of body-coloured metal 
across the dash isn’t a new one 
but Suzuki also offers chrome 
around the gearlever and door 
trims, plus an analogue clock. 

It’s by no means a large vehicle, 
breaking the tape at just over 
four metres long, but still features 
a features a 375-litre boot. That’s 
competitive with the rival Renault 
Captur, although the Suzuki lacks 
the Renault’s sliding rear bench 
seats. 

The portents look promising 
for this Vitara. Pricing, after all, 
pitches this car against much less 
capable crossover models. If you 
want a vehicle of this kind that’s 
fashionable without being fake, 
this Suzuki might certainly appeal.

The midfielder first struck with a free kick out 
wide that drifted all the way into the far corner to 
give the Cobblers a 3-0 lead early in the second 
half. 

Set pieces are something Byrom frequently 
practices, saying: “When you take those sort of 
free kicks from wide areas you look to try and aim 
for the back post and see if somebody gets a touch. 

“If nobody gets a touch you hope it goes in and 
luckily for me it did. You do a lot of work on them 
as it’s such a tight league.” 

Byrom then blotted his copybook somewhat 
with four minutes left when he turned the ball 
into his own net to give the Shrimps a late conso¬ 
lation, although the own goal was at first credited 
to Ryan Cresswell. 

“I just tried to get myself back into the box and 
defend,” Byrom said, “and I thought I’d just let the 
ball hit me and it’d go out for a corner. 
Unfortunately, it hit me between the legs and 
went into the net. 

“It was just one of those things. I got myself well 
away from it after it went in but the lads were hav-

GRIPPED BY THE COBBLERS 


Northampton put in a 4x4 perfor¬ 
mance last weekend by putting four 
past Morecambe and ending the 
Shrimps’ four game win streak. Yet, 
fans’ concerns over the stalled £10.5 
million Sixfields redevelopment 
remain with supporters’ trust elect¬ 
ed fan rep Andy Clarke resigning 
from the board of the club. 

Cobblers find themselves in the 
strange position of having a team 
doing well on the pitch, but a fan- 
base split over the relevance of the 
whereabouts of the multi-million 
Council loan for the stadium works 
and the identity of the club’s pro¬ 


spective new owners, still unknown 
after 13 weeks. 

Supporters that occupy themselves 
entirely with on-pitch matters will 
be content at present with Town up 
to 8th place in League 2 after the 
win on the Lancashire coast via 
goals from Lawson D’ath, Sam 
Hoskins, Joel Byrom and Dominic 
Calvert-Lewin. 

But a football club’s operations go 
further than results in 90 minutes 
and fans asking difficult questions 
of the club’s majority owners the 
Cardoza family are still demanding 
a reply to their #WeWantAnswers 
campaign. Relations between the 
Cardozas and the supporters’ trust 


soured further when Clarke, the 
fans’ rep on the club board, 
resigned, citing difficulty in creating 
an “effective link between the Trust 
and the football club”. 

Clarke’s resignation rings alarm 
bells given the Trust received two 
places on the Northampton Town 
board after effectively rescuing the 
club in the early 90’s from the mis¬ 
management of Michael McRitchie. 
Indeed, Clarke follows local busi¬ 
nessman and long-time Town fan 
David Jackson in recent resignations 
from directorships of the club. 

Certainly it would be interesting to 
contrast David Cardoza’s ideas of 
the purpose of a supporters’ trust 


with those of the wider football 
community. 

It may well be that the mild-man¬ 
nered Clarke is replaced by someone 
more determined to get the 
response, not forthcoming from the 
Cobblers, to the #WeWantAnswers 
questions published on the Trust 
website and protest flyers. 

Cardoza is perhaps fortunate that 
Chris Wilder’s side’s results have 
picked up, the Cobblers securing 
two wins on the bounce. Town face 
top of the league Leyton Orient at 
Sixfields on Saturday carrying the 
chance to move to within a point of 
the high flying O’s via victory. 

Wilder has selection headaches as 


top-scorer Marc Richards returns to 
rival progressive Sheffield United 
loanee Calvert-Lewin for a single 
forward berth in Wilder’s preferred 
4-2-3-1 formation. 

Whatever the case, a club’s overall 
health can be measured by its rela¬ 
tionship with its supporters trust’ 
and the Cobblers’ has never been 
worse. We must hope that the new 
owners, as well as the small matter 
of revealing who they actually are, 
foster a collaborative working rela¬ 
tionship with fans that David and 
Tony Cardoza have never quite man¬ 
aged.

Ben Foden hasn’t been able to play rugby since 
he ruptured his anterior cruciate ligament 
against the Ospreys in January, and the 
Northampton Saints full back admitted there 
were some dark times. 

The injury deprived 30-year-old Foden of the 
chance to compete in a Rugby World Cup in his 
own country with his recovery coming just too 
late for him to be considered. 

Fortunately, his young family were able to help 
him through what has been a tough eight months, 
where he was desperate to try and prove his fit¬ 
ness ahead of the tournament. 

Foden said: “The injury came at a really bad 
time because I was starting to string some good 
form together, putting some pressure on the 
other 15s and competing for that England shirt. 

“But, c’est la vie, it wasn’t to be and I look for¬ 


ward to other challenges around the corner with 
Saints and, hopefully in the future, England as 
well. 

“To be honest, when I first got injured I wasn’t 
in a good place but I spoke to Stuart Lancaster 
and he gave me the first bit of light at the end of 
the tunnel by saying it was possible to get back 
for the World Cup.” 

Although Foden didn’t make Lancaster’s 
31-man squad, his quality and experience could 
make him one of the first men to be called upon 
should anything to happen to full backs Mike 
Brown or Alex Goode. 

But he is aware that getting back into the fold 
won’t be straightforward given the amount of 
competition for his position. 

Foden said: “It’s competitive and you’ve got 
(Danny) Cipriani sort of in that limbo area of 
covering 10 and 15 and they have other choices 
there. 

“But I think I worked well when I went down 
there for the week when I trained on the wing 
and I trained at full back. 


“Hopefully I’ll be in their thoughts - I don’t 
really wish injuries on anyone, but it does hap¬ 
pen in rugby and if it does then I’ll definitely be 
ready and waiting and hopefully I’ll take the 
opportunity if it arises.” 

Despite joking about being an ‘old man in the 
squad’ Foden has ambitions of playing for at least 
five more years and has even set himself goals for 
after the World Cup. 

He represented his country in the 2011 World 
Cup in New Zealand and he is looking to add to 
his 34 international caps, but he spoke of one 
particular honour not yet on his CV. 

He said: “I’ve had a great career up until now. 
Obviously I want to do big things here at the club 
-1 still want to win a European Cup here. 

“An England career is still there to aim at and 
there’s a Lions tour in two years as well, which is 
the last feather in my cap in terms of the interna¬ 
tional stage so it’s all to play for. 

“I like to joke and say I’m getting old but hope¬ 
fully that will put me in good stead because I’m a 
bit more experienced and wiser.”
